The adm inistration of many of our 
cities is ii conspicuous failure, writes 
Harold J. Howland in Suburban Life. 
The deplorable fact is no less true of 
many a 
suburban town. 
We have 
much to learn in this country about 
municipal government. 
But we are 
learning. 
Fourteen years ago the city 
of Galveston w as devastated by flood. 
Out of tile ruin sprang into being a 
new experiment In city administration 
-commission government. As adopted 
in Galveston it was an emergency 
measure, but its success was so imme­ 
diate and so sustained that its penna 
nency w as quickly assured. 
Today 
there are nearly SUO cities in the Unlt- 
»*d States which h a te the commission 
form of government. 
A year and a half ago a further de­ 
velopment of the commission plan was 
put into operation iii the little city of 
Sumter. S. C. The plan did not originate 
there, but in Lockport, N Y. 
But tile 
bill which certain progressive citizens 
<»f Loch im* t caused to be Introduced 
int** the New York legislature to au ­ 
thorize the adoption by any third class 
city of the "Lockport plan" never sue 
reeded in making its way through that 
medieval body. 
Indeed, th** new plan did not orig­ 
inate in America at all.
